Note  2.  —  Here  specify  the  object  to  which  the  income  shall  be  appropriated  — 
as  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  missions  within  the  bounds  of  the  New  England 
Conference  —  for  the  benefit  of  the  superannuated  ministers,  and  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  members  of  the  New  England  Conference  —  for  the  purpose  of 
education,  the  income  to  be  appropriated  annually  to  the  Wesleyan  University;  or 
the  Wesleyan  Academy  at  Wilbraham ;  or  the  Methodist  General  Biblical  Institute ; 
or  according  to  the  wish  of  the  donor;  or  to  be  appropriated  according  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Trustees.

SLAVERY. 

The  Committee  on  Slavery  ask  leave  to  present  the  following  report: — 
It  is  not  necessary  for  the  New  England  Conference,  after  a  quarter  of 
a  century  of  deliberation,  to  define  its  position  on  the  "  great  evil "  and 
great  sin  of  Slavery.  We  have  repeatedly  expressed  our  conviction  that 
God  demands  of  the  Christian  Church,  in  these  United  States,  to  bear 
decided  witness  against  this  prolific  and  inevitable  source  of  sin ;  and  to 
bring  all  our  legitimate  influence  to  bear  against  it.  Present  circum- 
stances do,  however,  call  for  a  new  expression  of  our  condemnation.  It  is 
with  deep  indignation,  as  American  citizens,  that  we  learn  of  the  desperate 
and  persistent  efforts  made  of  late  to  re-open  the  African  Slave  Trade, — 
efforts  which,  in  spite  of  law  against  it,  have  been  to  a  great  extent  suc- 
cessful. 

It  is  also  greatly  regretted  that  the  sentiment  prevails  to  any  extent  in 
the  nation  that  territories,  as  such,  are  open  to  the  existence  of  Slavery. 

It  is,  indeed,  shameful  to  us,  as  a  people,  that  the  common  indignation 
of  the  nation  does  not  rebuke  this  great  sin. 

As  a  Church,  too,  we  regret  that,  even  in  one  of  our  sister  Conferences, 
any  question  should  arise  about  the  time,  or  other  circumstances,  in  which 
a  minister  and  member  of  the  Conference  should  be  required  to  emanci- 
pate a  slave.  We  hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  not  only  every 
minister,  but  every  member  in  our  wide-spread  Church,  shall  shrink  from 
any  connection  whatever  with  this  great  evil. 

As  a  Conference,  we  have  repeatedly  expressed  our  desire  that  the 
General  Kale  in  our  Discipline,  on  this  subject,  shoidd  be  so  changed  as 
directly  and  unequivocally  to  forbid  Slave-holding.  We  would  therefore 
respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  principles  of  our  holy  religion  require  us,  as 
ministers,  and  as  a  Church,  not  only  to  bear  decided  testimony  against 
Slavery  as  essentially  a  sin,  but  to  avoid  all  connection  whatever  with  the 
practice. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  approve  of  the  change  in  the  General  Rule  on 
the  subject,  recommended  by  the  Providence  Conference,  viz.,  "  That  the 
rule  be  so  amended  as  to  read,  —  '  Slave-holding.  The  buying  or  selling 
of  men,  women,  or  children,  to  enslave  them.' "

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TEMPERANCE. 

The  Committee  on  Temperance  ask  leave  to  report  the  following 
resolutions  :  — 

Resolved,  That  in  the  production,  sale,  and  use  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
to  be  employed  as  a  beverage,  or  with  a  view  to  conform  to  baneful  and 
wicked  social  custom,  we  recognize  one  of  the  most  potent  influences 
arrayed  in  opposition  to  the  Christian  Church,  and  all  good  enterprises 
among  men. 

Resolved,  That  the  Temperance  Cause,  originating  as  it  did,  under  God, 
with  Christian  men,  commends  itself  to  our  regards  as  Christian  teachers, 
because  it  not  only  promotes  the  social  happiness,  intelligence,  and  worldly 
prosperity  of  men,  but  especially  because  it  has  proved  a  noble  auxiliary 
of  the  Christian  Church,  by  directly  contributing  to  its  triumphs. 

Resolved,  That  the  laws  of  Massachusetts,  intended  and,  as  we  think, 
wisely  adapted  to  suppress  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors,  to  be  employed 
for  vicious  purposes,  are  founded  on  the  eternal  principles  of  justice  ;  and, 
having  received  the  sanction  of  the  highest  judicial  authorities  of  the 
State,  should  be  faithfully  and  perseveringly  enforced. 

Resolved,  "  That  the  city  government  of  Boston,  by  refusing  to  take 
measures  to  enforce  this  law  within  its  jurisdiction,  places  itself  in  opposi- 
tion to  this  noble  enterprise,  violates  the  solemn  oath  by  which  it  bound 
itself  to  enforce  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  merits  the  rebuke  of 
every  high-minded  philanthropist  and  statesman." 

Resolved,  That,  while  we  wish  great  success  to  all  organizations  which 
aim  directly  at  the  suppression  of  intemperance,  the  Massachusetts  Tem- 
perance Alliance,  organized  with  a  view  to  concentrate  forces,  form  a 
sound  basis,  and  systematize  a  plan  of  operations,  has  our  most  hearty 
approval,  and  we  hereby  commend  it  to  the  confidence  of  all  our  charges, 
and  that  we  will  cordially  co-operate  with  its  agents,  in  all  suitable  ways, 
to  carry  out  its  great  and  beneficent  designs. 

Resolved,  That,  comparing  the  present  with  the  past,  and  contemplating 
the  marvellous  change  in  the  views  and  practices  of  a  large,  respectable, 
and  highly  influential  portion  of  our  nation,  concerning  the  use  of  alcoholic 
drinks,  we  have  great  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

Resolved,  That,  as  Methodist  ministers,  we  will,  -with  the  blessing  of 
Heaven,  in  conjunction  with  ministers  of  other  branches  of  the  Church  of 
Christ,  do  our  full  share  in  urging  forward  this  great  reform  to  its  glorious 
consummation.

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KEPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  Committtee  to  whom  has  been  referred  matters  pertaining  to  the 
educational  interests  of  the  Conference  are  happy  to  be  able  to  report  so 
good  a  state  of  prosperity  in  this  important  department  of  our  work. 
When  we  consider  the  comparatively  brief  time  since  our  church  became 
established  in  New  England,  the  conditions  under  which  it  originated,  the 
obstacles  it  encountered,  and  the  class  of  society  to  which,  in  its  origin,  it 
was  of  necessity  mostly  confined  in  its  operations,  we  have  reason  to  con- 
sider the  number,  character,  and  extensive  influence  of  our  educational 
institutions,  not  only  a  very  decisive  refutation  of  the  charge  not  unfre- 
quently  urged  against  us,  that  we  are  not  friendly  to  education,  but  also 
as  affording  the  most  conclusive  evidence  of  an  ardent  devotion  to  the  pro- 
motion of  intellectual  as  well  as  moral  and  spiritual  culture.  We  think  we 
may  justly  claim  that  no  educational  institutions  in  New  England  are  more 
extensively  and  surely  useful  than  those  under  the  patronage  of  our 
church. 

But  while  we  thus  congratulate  ourselves  in  view  of  what  has  been 
accomplished,  we  would,  from  the  success  of  the  past,  gather  encourage- 
ment for  yet  greater  exertions,  that  we  may  be  able  to  meet  our  responsi- 
bilities of  the  present  and  the  future.  We  are  deeply  impressed  that  a 
church  occupying  the  position  of  our  own,  with  its  views  of  theological 
truth  and  of  practical  and  experimental  piety,  with  the  classes  of  persons 
and  families  under  its  influence,  should  not  fail  to  be  a  leading  power  in 
the  education  of  the  rising  race.  To  this  end  our  institutions  should  be  so 
liberally  sustained  and  warmly  cherished,  as  that,  in  their  character  and 
capability,  they  may  be  fully  competent  to  meet  the  increasing  wants  of  a 
progressive  community.  We  would  therefore  call  the  special  attention  of 
the  Conference  to  the  necessity  of  our  existing  institutions  receiving  our 
warmest  sympathies,  the  benefit  of  our  best  thoughts,  and  our  most  cordial 
and  united  support. 

Among  the  events  of  the  past  year,  affecting  the  interests  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, we  should  do  injustice  to  our  own  feelings  if  we  did  not  men- 
tion the  disposition  manifested  by  our  State  Government  to  promote  litera- 
ture and  science  by  liberal  appropriations  from  its  treasury,  and  that  in  the 
distribution  of  its  munificence  the  State  has  not  failed  to  recognize  our  own 
cherished  Wesleyan  Academy  as  an  educational  power  of  value  to  the 
Commonwealth. 

We  cannot  fail  to  recognize  in  such  a  policy  on  the  part  of  our  State 
Government,  the  dictates  of  wisdom  and  justice,  as  well  as  of  liberality 
and  beneficence.  And  for  a  Commonwealth  thus  governed  we  can  look 
for  nothing  in  the  future  short  of  intelligence,  peace,  and  prosperity.  The 
liberality  of  some  of  our  members  in  building  up  and  sustaining  our  semina- 
ries of  learning,  well  deserves  a  most  honorable  mention  and  the  warm 
gratitude  of  the  church ;  while  it  affords  an  example  that  others  might 
follow,  to  their  own  advantage  and  the  glory  of  God. 
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Among  our  educational  agencies,  we  have  seen  with  peculiar  pleasure 
the  judicious  and  increased  efficiency  of  the  New  England  Education 
Society.  While  the  improved  condition  of  our  communities  clearly  renders 
a  higher  mental  culture  as  a  condition  of  ministerial  success  an  imperative 
necessity ;  and  while  most  of  those  called  to  the  sacred  office,  among  us, 
are  called  from  the  ranks  of  the  poor,  the  aid  afforded  to  these  young  men 
in  their  work  of  preparation,  by  this  society,  seems  indispensably  necessary 
to  the  increased,  or  even  continued,  efficiency  of  our  ministry. 

We  would  therefore  most  heartily  recommend  this  important  auxiliary 
to  our  educational  agencies,  to  the  sympathies  and  support  of  all  our  soci- 
eties; and  earnestly  hope  that  collections  will  be  taken  in  all  our  churches 
in  aid  of  its  funds  ;  and  to  our  wealthy  members  we  would  commend  this 
interest,  as  well  worthy  of  their  regard. 

WESLEYAN  UNIVERSITY. 

We  are  gratified  to  hear  of  the  continued  prosperity  of  this  cherished 
institution  ;  and  while  we  recognize  in  its  general  reputation  ;  in  the  num- 
ber and  character  of  its  students ;  in  the  faithfulness  and  efficiency  of  its 
professors ;  and  in  the  distinguished  ability  of  its  presiding  officers,  the 
highest  claims  to  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  our  people,  we  are  con- 
vinced that  the  interests  of  the  college  imperatively  demand  more  ample 
endowments  for  the  establishment  of  new  professorships ;  an  increase  of 
its  library  and  apparatus,  and  additional  buildings  for  public  purposes. 

We  therefore  hereby  renew  our  former  pledges  of  cooperation  in  what- 
ever measures  may  be  adopted  for  the  improvement  and  increase  of  its 
facilities,  in  any  or  all  of  these  departments. 

The  Committee  would  submit  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved.,  That  in  view  of  many  evils  arising  from  the  present  constitu- 
tion of  the  Joint  Board,  made  up  as  it  is,  one  half  of  permanent  members, 
and  one  half  of  annual  members,  we  recommend  the  Joint  Board  to  secure 
an  arrangement  whereby  all  its  members  shall  be  elected  for  a  period  of 
five  years.

instalments,  should  be  paid  at  once,  where  such  payment  is  possible.

CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  subject  of  Church  Relief  and  Extension 
was  referred,  respectfully  report. 

They  have  diligently  considered  the  matters  committed  to  them,  and 
have  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  systematic  modes  for  effecting 
these  important  ends,  adopted  by  other  churches  —  especially  by  the  Brit- 
ish Wesleyans,  and  by  the  Congregation ilists  in  this  country  —  and  they 
unanimously  conclude  that  an  organization  is  eminently  desirable  and 
practicable,  for  the  relief  of  feeble  and  embarrassed  churches  by  gifts  or 
loans;  for  counselling  such  churches,  before  they  build,  as  to  location  and 
style  of  the  house,  and  for  encouraging,  by  judicious  grants,  missions  in 
new  fields.  They  find  the  success  of  the  Churches  above  mentioned,  to 
be  very  marked  and  encouraging.  The  Congregation alists  report  that  they 
built  several  hundred  churches  within  five  years,  through  the  aid  of  small 
loans,  in  no  case  exceeding  $300 ;  which  churches  would  hardly,  in  any 
case,  have  been  erected  but  for  such  aid. 

The  Wesleyans  have  pursued  the  work  much  more  thoroughly,  and 
with  astonishing  success. 

Their  Society  was  organized  in  1818,  and  has  steadily  grown,  till  now 
it  assumes  a  position  of  the  highest  importance  in  her  economy.  It  has 
been  the  means  of  doing  immense  good  to  that  connection  by  its  loans 
and  gifts.  As  far  back  as  1833,  they  report  that  the  Society  has  distrib- 
uted, to  that  date,  £40,000,  or  $200,000,  in  2809  annual  grants,  to  meet 
deficiencies  of  interest,  and  nearly  £20,000,  or  $100,000  as  final  grants,  to 
meet  upwards  of  £30,000  raised  by  the  trustees,  extinguishing  thereby 
debts  to  the  amount  of  £51,000.  Thus,  in  fifteen  years  from  its  birth,  the 
Society  had  distributed  $300,000,  and  had  caused  the  Churches  to  raise 
among  themselves  $150,000,  encouraged  by  the  aid  afforded  them. 

In  their  report  for  the  year  1858,  they  state  that  they  gave  £4530  as 
final  grants  to  twenty-eight  Churches,  to  meet  which  the  trustees  raised 
£10,151,  extinguishing  debts  to  the  amount  of  £14,686.  They  also  loaned 
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to  twenty-six  Churches  £5,G45,  the  trustees  raising  £ 7, 7G3,  discharging 
provisionally,  debts  to  the  amount  of  £13,408.  They  stimulated  by  the 
power  of  their  living  example,  twenty-eight  other  Churches  to  clear  off 
their  debts  to  the  amount  of  nearly  £10,000  ;  making  eighty -two  Church- 
es, in  one  year  relieved  of  their  burdens  by  donations  of  about  £10,000, 
or  $50,000,  met  by  home  efforts  amounting  to  £20,000  or  $100,000.  They 
also  report  that  for  the  last  four  years  they  have  discharged  debts,  by 
gifts,  of  £55,000,  or  $220,000,  and  loans  of  £117,000,  and  exclusive  local 
efforts  of  £25,000 ;  making  a  grand  total  of  debts  discharged  in  these  four 
years  of  £197,000,  or  nearly  one  million  of  dollars,  of  which  the  Chapel 
.  Fund  Society  contributed  about  one-fourth.  They  also  add,  as  another  ben- 
efit resulting  from  this  Society,  that  of  the  fifty-eight  Chapels  erected  the  last 
year,  thirty-six  are  to  be  free  from  debt  within  twelve  months  from  their 
opening,  and  the  remainder  within  a  fixed  period,  in  no  case  exceeding 
ten  years. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  the  Committee  could  not  doubt  of  the  success 
of  such  a  society  among  ourselves.  Our  wants  are  as  imperative,  our 
people  as  liberal  as  theirs,  and  we  only  need  to  have  the  Socieiy  fairly 
inaugurated  to  assure  every  one  of  its  great  usefulness  in  the  important 
field  of  Church  Extension. 

Your  Committee  therefore  submit  the  following  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion, and  a  draft  for  a  Constitution  which  embodies  the  plans  of  other 
Societies,  so  far  as  we  have  ascertained  them,  with  sucli  modifications  as 
are  needed  to  adapt  it  to  our  circumstances. 

PREAMBLE. 

Whereas  many  places  are  offering  inviting  fields  for  the  introduction 
of  Methodism,  which  are  closed  against  us  for  want  of  trifling  pecuniary 
aid,  and  in  other  places  churches  are  now  organized  which  are  greatly 
hampered  in  their  work  for  want  of  an  edifice  which  they  are  unable 
to  build,  and  in  yet  other  places  our  brethren  have  become  so  embar- 
rassed by  Church  Building,  that  they  cannot  free  themselves  Avithout 
external  aid;  and  whereas  in  many  of  these  cases  a  loan  would  be  all  that 
is  necessary  to  remove  these  hindrances  to  their  prosperity,  and  be  more 
agreeable  to  these  brethren  than  the  gifts  they  are  now  compelled  to 
solicit;  and  whereas  we  are  sometimes  deceived,  and  always  liable  to  be, 
by  erroneous  statements  of  those  who  are  presenting  their  claims,  which 
danger  can  only  be  avoided  by  first  submitting  each  case  to  a  board  of 
capable  men ;  and  whereas  many  Societies  involve  themselves  in  need- 
less embarrassments  by  building  in  too  costly  a  style,  who  could  be  saved 
from  much  of  this  trouble  by  previous  consultation  with  those  upon  whom 
they  must  rely  for  relief;  and  whereas  our  able  and  liberal  members  will 
gladly  aid  so  noble  a  charity  by  donations  and  legacies ;  and  whereas  So- 
cieties embodying  these  ideas  are  in  full  tide  of  successful  operation,  both 
in  this  country  and  in  England :  — 
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Therefore,  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  N.  E.  Conference, 
to  take  measures  to  organize  a  society  for  the  relief  of  feeble  churches, 
by  loans  or  gifts ;  for  counselling  all  churches  that  expect  to  ajyply  for  aid 
to  build,  in  regard  to  the  style,  location  and  cost  of  their  house,  and  for 
stimulating  by  judicious  assistance  any  new  enterprise  in  Church  extension 
which  the  Providence  of  God  may  seem  to  demand. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Church  Aid  Society  of  the 
N.  E.  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church. 

Art.  II.  Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  this  Society  shall  consist 
of  twelve  members,  eight  of  whom  shall  be  laymen  and  four  clergymen, 
who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  clerical  and  lay  members  of  the 
N.  E.  Conference. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  elect  from  themselves  a  President, 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor, 
whose  several  duties  shall  be  such  as  usually  pertain  to  those  offices. 

Sec.  3.  The  Presiding  Elders  of  the  N.  E.  Conference  shall  have  a 
right  to  participate  in  all  the  deliberations  of  the  Board,  but  shall  not 
vote  upon  the  questions  before  it. 

Sec.  4.  The  District  Stewards  of  each  district  shall  elect  annually  three 
members  of  our  church  residing  in  the  bounds  of  their  several  districts, 
(and  publish  their  names  in  Zion's  Herald,^  who  shall  be  corresponding 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  whose  endorsement  shall  be  re- 
quired to  the  application  of  any  society  within  the  bounds  of  their  respec- 
tive districts. 

Art.  3.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  said  Board  shall  be  held  in  the  City 
of  Boston  the  first  Monday  in  May,  and  regular  monthly  meetings  shall 
also  be  held  in  said  city  to  hear  and  act  upon  matters  pertaining  to  the 
Society. 

Art.  4.  No  gifts  or  loans  shall  be  made,  except  the  application  be 
brought  before  the  Board  at  least  one  month  previous  to  final  action, 
and  unless  a  majority  of  the  whole  Board  approve  the  appropriation. 

Art.  5.  All  applications  for  relief  or  aid,  by  loan  or  gift,  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  statement,  according  to  such  schedule  as  the  Board  shall 
prepare,  and  approved  by  the  District  Committee. 

Art.  6.  No  church,  built  after  the  organization  of  this  Society,  shall 
receive  any  aid  from  Its  funds,  unless,  before  it  takes  any  conclusive  action, 
the  Society  shall  submit  to  the  District  Committee,  [and  the  Board  of 
Managers,]  a  statement  of  expected  location,  style,  and  cost  of  edifice,  and 
shall  adopt  such  changes  as  they  may  request:  Provided,  however,  that 
this  article  may  be  overruled  by  the  vote  of  the  whole  District  Committee 
and  three-fourths  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Art.  7.  No  grants  shall  be  made  to  any  one  Society  exceeding  $400  ; 
and  no  loan  above  one-third  of  the  whole  amount  the  Society  shall  have 
raised. 
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Art.  8.  Annual  efforts  shall  be  made,  in  the  month  of  September,  in 
behalf  of  the  Society,  by  collections  and  subscriptions,  m  every  congrega- 
tion connected  with  the  Conference,  and  no  Church  shall  receive  aid  from 
the  Society,  which  refuses  to  take  up  the  collections,  or  to  contribute,  as 
above,  annually. 

Art.  9.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  raise  money  for 
purposes  contemplated  by  the  Society,  in  such  other  ways  as  they  shall 
approve. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  submit  to 
the  N.  E.  Annual  Conference,  at  each  regular  session,  a  report  of  their 
doings,  and  of  all  matters  of  interest  connected  with  this  Society,  accom- 
panied by  a  Treasurer's  report,  properly  audited,  of  all  its  receipts  and 
disbursements ;  which  report  shall  be  published  in  the  Zion's  Herald,  and 
in  the  minutes  of  the  Conference. 

Art.  11.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  the  majority 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  with  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  N. 
E.  Conference.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PREACHERS'  AID  SOCIETY. 

While  the  M.  E.  Church  is  increasing  in  numbers  and  wealth,  it  is  her 
imperative  duty  to  proportionally  increase  her  contributions  until  her  sick 
and  aged  ministers  are  fully  supplied  with  the  comforts  of  life. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  we  put  forth  our  best  efforts 
to  collect  the  sum  of  $4,000  for  the  coming  year,  and,  in  order  that  this 
may  be  the  more  effectually  accomplished,  we  will  preach  on  the  subject, 
and  take  SUBSCRIPTIONS  instead  of  box-collections,  in  all  our  congre- 
tions. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Presiding  Elders  and  District  Stewards 
shall  apportion  to  the  several  Societies  of  each  District  the  following  sums. 
Boston  District,  $1,500.  Lynn  District,  $1,500.  Worcester  District, 
$700.    Springfield  District,  $300. 

That  the  Preachers  stationed  in  Boston,  Roxbury,  Chelsea,  Cambridge, 
Charlestown,  and  Lynn,  together  with  the  Presiding  Elders  in  Boston  and 
Lynn  Districts,  be  a  Committee  to  whom  all  applications  shall  be  made.

LAY  DELEGATION. 
The  Conference  has  already  practically  pronounced  its  opinion  by 
providing  for  the  presence  of  a  number  of  laymen  in  their  own  body, 
elected  by  the  Boards  of  District  Stewards.  So  reasonable  has  this  course 
(pursued  already  by  the  Philadelphia  Conference)  appeared  that  several 
Conferences  have  already  followed  our  example,  and  even  should  no  action 
on  the  subject  be  taken  by  our  General  Conference,  and  no  direct  provision 
be  incorporated  into  the  Discipline,  it  is  probable  that  the  success  of  our 
experiment  would  sooner  or  later  lead  to  a  universal  adoption  of  the 
practice. 

This  Conference  favors  a  participation  of  the  laity  in  its  deliberations 
and  actions,  not  on  the  ground  that  the  ministry  and  laity  are  two  antago- 
nistic or  even  separate  interests,  whose  claims  must  be  adjusted ;  not  on 
the  ground  that  there  is  any  disposition  or  power  on  the  part  of  the  minis- 
try to  trespass  on  the  privileges  of  the  laity  ;  but,  simply  on  this  ground, 
that  the  intelligence,  practical  experience  and  piety  of  the  laity,  ought, 
alike  with  those  of  the  ministry,  to  be  employed  in  the  Councils  of  the 
Church.  Granting  this  broad  principle,  the  whole  matter  becomes  reduced 
to  a  practical  problem,  as  to  how  this  desirable  end  can  be  the  most  equi- 
tably, economically  and  effectively  secured.  Upon  these  questions  we  do 
not  propose  now  to  enter.  They  may  safely  be  entrusted  to  the  delibera- 
tions of  our  General  Conference,  to  which  we  look  to  devise  a  proper 
course,  to  be  uniformly  followed  throughout  our  wide-spread  Connection. 

As  it  regards  the  objections,  often  presented,  that  lay  delegates  could 
not,  together  with  the  ministry,  find  accommodations  at  the  sessions  of  our 
Conferences,  and  that  too  great  expense  of  time  and  money  would  attend 
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their  connection  with  the  Conferences,  we  doubt  not  that  facts  will  prove 
their  futility.  With  the  actual  trial,  these  and  other  anticipated  difficulties 
will  disappear. 

We  would,  therefore,  re-affirm  our  position  on  the  subject  of  Lay  Dele- 
gation, by  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

Resolved,  That  we  approve  of  the  recommendation  made  by  the  Oregon 
Conference,  that  the  next  General  Conference  devise  and  adopt  a  plan  to 
secure  a  lay  delegation  in  our  Annual  and  General  Conferences. 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  instruct  the  Boards  of  District  Stewards, 
within  the  limits  of  this  Conference,  to  pursue  the  course  adopted  last 
year,  and  that  five  laymen  be  elected  by  each  Board  to  attend  the  next 
•   session  of  this  Conference,  and  participate  in  the  deliberations  and  actions 
of  this  Body,  according  to  the  plan  adopted  at  our  last  session.

MEMOIR. 

Rev.  William  M.  Mann,  of  the  New  England  Conference,  died  at  the 
residence  of  his  father-in-law,  Joshua  Gerry,  Esq.,  in  Bradford,  Vt.,  Jan. 
11th,  1859,  aged  42  years. 

Bro.  Mann  enjoyed  the  great  blessing  of  early  parental  Christian 
instruction,  which  resulted,  under  the  divine  blessing,  in  his  early  con- 
version and  consecration  to  the  service  of  the  Lord.  He  professed  to  be 
converted  when  but  16  years  of  age,  and  in  his  21st  year  joined  the  New 
Hampshire  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  in  the  year  183  7,  in  connec- 
tion with  which  he  labored  on  the  following  charges  :  —  Stratford  and 
-Colebrook,  (N.  H.)  Groton,  Vt.,  one  year;  Newbury,  one  year;  1840, 
was  located  at  his  own  request.  In  1841  he  was  readmitted,  and  stationed 
at  Bradford,  Vt.,  two  years ;  Derby,  one  year ;  Lyndon,  two  years ; 
Danville,  one  year;  after  which  he  was  transferred  to  the  New  England 
Conference,  where  he  labored  as  follows  :  — 

At  Charlestown,  Mass.,  two  years ;  Saugus,  one  ;  Spencer,  two  ;  he  was 
next  appointed  to  Worcester,  Laurel  street ;  while  here  he  was  prostrated 
by  a  severe  attack  of  hemorrhage  of  the  lungs,  from  which  he  never 
entirely  recovered.  The  next  year  he  was  returned  supernumerary,  and 
the  year  following  superannuated,  which  relation  he  sustained  until  his 
death. 

Bro.  Mann  was  a  good  preacher,  and,  on  nearly  all  of  his  fields  of  labor, 
was  decidedly  successful  in  gathering  souls  to  Christ,  many  of  whom  have 
already  passed  on  before  him  to  the  spirit-world. 

After  a  painful  and  protracted  illness,  he  was  partially  restored  to  health 
again,  but,  finding  himself  unable  to  do  the  work  of  an  Itinerant  in  the 
effective  ranks,  he  felt  compelled  to  turn  his  attention  to  other  pursuits,  in 
order  to  obtain  a  livelihood.  Being  kindly  tendered  the  assistance  of  a 
medica  friend,  in  Worcester,  he  commenced  the  study  of  medicine,  and 
in  due  time  graduated  and  entered  the  field  of  practice  as  a  physician. 
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He  bravely  buffeted  life's  rough  waves,  occasionally  preaching,  as  his 
health  -would  permit,  and  never  till  his  last  illness  abandoned  the  fondly 
cherished  hope  of  again  standing  in  the  ranks  of  the  efficient  intinerant 
ministry.  The  last  three  years  of  his  life  were  spent  in  the  village  where 
he  died,  and  where  he  too  severely  taxed  his  decaying  energies,  by  the 
additional  labor  of  conducting  a  weekly  journal. 

His  last  illness,  consumption,  stole  upon  him  with  the  insidious  step 
peculiar  to  that  flattering  and  fatal  disease.  To  the  inquiries  of  his 
Christian  friends  and  brethren,  in  reference  to  his  future  hopes  and 
prospects,  his  answers  were  such  as  might  be  expected  from  the  dying 
Christian.  Thus  has  passed  away,  in  comparatively  early  life,  another  of 
the  members  of  our  Conference,  admonishing  us  who  survive  him  to  be 
also  ready,  "  for  in  such  an  hour  as  ye  think  not  the  Son  of  man  cometh." 

He  leaves'  a  widow  and  three  children,  with  numerous  relatives  and 
friends,  to  mourn  his  early  departure.    May  God  sustain  and  bless  them.
